It Is somewhat remarkable that in tho dis- 
cussion ef it, which involved the discussion 
of the tight to legislate lu mailers of the 
kin<l, the same arguments were brought 
forth on both sides which are used in this 
country. 
A Jlr. Tsstelin, a medical man 


who strongly opposed the bill, argued that 
it was only bj improving the moral and 
material condition of the people that drunk- 
enness could be dismissed ; and he further 
urged as an objection against the bill that 1>. 
was evidently directed against Ihe poor, 
while the rich man might get drunk on 
champagne with impunity. Mr. Laboulaye, 
whose name is well known in this country, 
answered in the name of tho commiUee 
which reported favorably on tha bill, and 
expressed himself in favor of 
severely 


punishing drunkenness. 
He thought that 


the 
argument that legislation had been 


powerless for three thousand years to put 
an end to ibis vice showed that the necessity 
for penal laws on the subject had been felt 
in all time, and that it might as well be said 
that laws against murder and robbery were 
of on use because they failed to entirely 
suppress those crime.1!. Mr. Lsboulaye 
attributed all the fires of the Commune le 
drunkenness, and there is no doubt that the 
bill owes its origin to the imprcssios which 
has gained ground in Franco, that Ihe most 
turbulent acts of the Commune were due to 
drink. 


It is encouraging te know thst such men 


as Lahoulaje are BO earnest in their efforts 
to suppress intemperance. They will soon 
find that punishing the druukard is net 
enough, and before long wo expect to see 
them advocating lotal abstinence and tbe 
suppression of the liquor traffic.
